,  Hen  Iefus  was  borne  in  Bethleem  a  Cittic  of 
I  Iewrye,in  the  time  of  Herode  the  King :  Be- 
;  holde  there  came  wife  men  from  the  Eaft  too 
Hierufalem/aying :  where  is  hee  that  is  borne 
King  of  the  Icvves?  Torvvc  haue  lecne  his 
Starre  in  the  Eaft,  and  are  come  too  woorship 
him.  When  Herode  the  King  had  heard  thefe  things,  hee  was 
troubled  and  all  the  Citie  of  Hierufalem  with  him.  And  when 
hee  had  gathered  all  the  cheefe  Preells  and  Scribes  of  the  peo- 
ple toogether,hee  demaunded  of  them  where  Chritte  shouldc 
bee  borne.And  they  fayed  vntoo  him  :  at  Bethleem  in  Tewrie, 
For  thus  it  is  written  by  the  Prophete.  And  thou  Bethleem  in 
the  land  of  Iewry,art  not  the  lealt  among  the  Princes  of  Iuda : 
for  out  of  thee  shall  come  too  mee  the  Captaine  that  shall  go- 
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ucrnc  my  people  Ifrael.Then  Herod  (when  he  had  priuily  cal- 
led the  wife  men)  enquired  of  them  diligently  w.hat  time  the 
Starre  appeered:&  he  bad  them  go  to  Bethlccm,  and  fayd :  Go 
your  way  thither,&  fearch  diligently  for  the  child.  And  when 
yee  haue  found  him,bring  me  woord  ageyn,  that  1  may  come 
&  worship  him  alfo.  VVhe  they  had  heard  the  King,  they  de- 
parted :  and  loe,the  Starre  whiche  they  faw  in  the  Eaft,  went 
before  them  til  it  came  and  ftoode  oner  the  place  wherein  the 
Childe  was.  When  they  faw  the  Starre,  they  were  exceeding 
glad,and  went  intoo  the  houfe,  &  found  the  Childe  with  Ma- 
ry his  moother,  and  fel  downe  flat,and  woorshipped  him,and 
opened  their  trealures ,  and  offered  vntoo  him  giftes :  Golde 
Frankincenfcand  Mirre.  And  after  they  were  warned  of  God 
in  fleep  (that  they  should  not  go  ageyn  too  Herode)  they  re- 
turned intoo  their  ovvne  countrie  another  way.

The  Parable  is  this  :  The 
ieede  is  the  v  voord  of  God :  thofe  that  are  befidc  the  way,  are 
they  that  heere :  then  commeth  the  diuel,  andtaketh  away  the 
vvoordout  of  their  hartes,  leafte  they  shoulde  beleeue  and  bea 
faued.  They  on  the  ftones  are  they,  vvhiche  when  they  heere, 
receyue  the  vvoord  with  ioy,  and  thefe  haue  no  rootcs,  which 
for  a  while  beleeue,and  in  time  of  temptation  goe  away.  And 
that  which  fel  among  thorns  are  they,  which  when  they  haue 
herd,go  foort  hand  are  choaked  with  cares  and  riches,and  vo- 
luptuous Hiring,  and  bring  foorth  no  frute.

according  too  the  order  of  the  ftorie  compiled  by  lay- 
ing the  finre  EuangeUtts  tooguher. 

<Nd  when  they  had  lung  an  hymn,Iefus  go- 
jing  out,vvct  as  he  was  wot  ouer  the  broke 
^edron  intoo  mount  Oliuet,  and  his  DiP- 
ciples  folovved  him.  Theji  fayde  hec  vntoo 
them:  All  you  shall  fuffer  offence  by  mee 
this  night.  For  it  is  written,!  vvil  ftrike  the 
Jshepperd,  and  the  sheepe  of  the  flock  shall 
bee  fcattercd  .But  when  I  am  rifen  ageynj  vvil  go  before  you 
intoo  Galilee.  And  Peter  anfvvcring,  layd  vntoo  him.Though 
al  be  offended  by  thce.yet  will  I  neuer  bee  oifended.Iefus  fayd 
vntoo  him :  verely  I  fay  vntoo  thee,  that  this  night  before  the 
Cocke  crowe  tvvice,thou  shalt  denye  mee  thryce.  But  he  fayd 
moreearneftly  :No  though  I  should  dye  with  thee,  yet .will  I 
not  denie  thee  .  In  likevviie  alfo  fayde  all  his  other  Difciples. 
Then  came  Iefus  with  them  intoo  a  tovvnc  that  is  called 
Gethfcmany,  where  was  a  gardcn,intoo  which  he  entred  and 
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his  difciples  with  him.  Andludas  the  traytor  knew  the  place, 
bycaufc  lefus  had  oftentimes  rcfortcd  thyther  with  his  Difci- 
ples. Then  lefus faydc  vn to  them: Sytyee here,  while  I  goe 
and  pray  yonder.  Andtaking  with  him  Pcter,Iamcs,and  Iohn 
thfc  two  fonucsof  Zcbcdcc,  hce  began  too  be  abulhed  and  too 
bechcauy,andtoo  bccgrccuoufly  vexed.  And  hce  faydc  too 
them :  my  foulc  is  hcauic  cucn  vntoo  deathc.Tarry  yec  heerc 
and  watchc  with  me,  and  pray  that  yec  fall  not  into  temptati- 
on. And  he  went  from  them  as  it  were  a  ftoncs  caft,  and  knee- 
ling downc  fell  fiat  too  the  ground  vppon  hisface,and  prayed 
thatifitwerepoflible  that  hourc  might  paflc  from  him:fay- 
ing:  Abba  father,  All  things  arc  poflibletoo  thee.  Let  this 
cup  paffc  from  mcc.  NcucrthclciTc  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou 
wilt..  And  he  came  to  his  Difciplcs,and  findyng  them  a  fleepe 
fayd  vnto  Peter:Simon  art  thou  a  flepc.'Couldcft  thou  not  do' 
fo  much  as  watch  one  houre  with  mec:  Awake  yec  and  praye 
that  yce  enter  not  intoo  temptation :  Vcrcly  the  fpirit  is  rea- 
dy, but  the  fleshc  is  wcake.  Ageinc  hee  went  away  the  fetond 
time,  and  prayed  faying:Fathcr,if  this  cup  can  not  palTc  from 
snce,but  that  I  muft:  necdes  drinkc  ofit,thy  will  bee  doonc. 
A  nd  rcturmng,hce  found  them  ageinc  aflcepe.  For  their  eyes 
were  heauie,and  they  wift  not  what  to  anf  were.  Then  leauino- 
thcm,hec  went  his  way  ageine,  and  prayed  the  thirdc  tyme  th? 
fame  woords,  fayingrlf  thou  wilt,  thou  canft  rcmouc  this  cup 
from  me<Neucrthele(re,thy  will  bee  doone,  and  not  myne. 

And  there  appecred  to  him  an  Angcll  from  heaucn  that 
comforted  hym.  And  being  ftriken  wyth  forowe,hce  prayed 
very  long  :  andhisfwet  was  as  droppes  of  blud,  tmklynff 
downc  vppon  the  groundc.  And  when  hce  wasnfen  vp  from 
his  prayers,  and  was  come  ageyne  too  his  Difciples ,  he  found 
thcrn  a  fleepe  for  very  penfiucnefle :  And  hee  faid  vntoo  the- 
Sleepc  yec  from  henceforth,  and  take  your  reft.  Why  flcepc 
yce?  it  is  ynough:  Bcholde,  the  houre  is  at  hande,  and  the 
Sonne  of  man  is  dcliucred  intoo  the  handes  of  finncrs.  Vp 
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ltt  v$  go :  he  is  at  hand  that  bctrayeth  mec.  But  pray  yee  leaft 
yee  enter  intoo  temptation. 

And  by  and  by,  while  he  was  yet  fpeaking,  Bcholde,  Iudas 
oncofthctweluc,hauyngtakenabandof  men,  and  officers 
of  the  high  Prcefts,  and  the  Pharifeys,  and  the  elders,and  the 
Scribes,  with  a  greatc  company  folowing  him  came  thither 
with  lantcrncs  and  torches,  with  (vvoords  and  clubs.  Novvc 
this  traitour  had  giuen  them  a  common  watch  woord,faying : 
V  Vhomfocucr  1  kifle,hce  it  is:Lay  hands  vppon  him,  &  cary 
him  away  warely.Iefus  thcrforc  knowing  al  things  that  should 
happen  vnto  himfclf,wcnt  foorth,&  faui  V  Vhom  feekc  yee? 
They  anfwercd  vnto  him,  lefus  of  Nazaieth :  lefus  fayd  vn- 
to thera :  1  am  hcc.  And  Iudas  that  betrayed  him  flood  amog 
them.  As  foonc  thcrforc  as  he  had  fayd  to  them,  I  am  he,  they 
went  backe,  and  fell  downc  too  the  ground.  Then  asked  hec 
them  agcyn,whom  feke  ycc?And  they  faydjefus  of  Nazareth, 
lefus  anlwcred,!  hauc  told  you  that  I  am  hee.Therefore  if  yee 
feekc  mce,lct  thefe  men  goe  their  ways,  that  the  woord  might 
be  fulfilled  which  he  hadde  fpoken:  Of  them  whom  thou  haft: 
giuen  mee,I  haue  loft  none.  And  Iudas ftept  out  vntoo  lefus 
too  kifle  himrand  coming  foorthwith  vntoo  him,  faydrHailc 
maiftcr,&  kiflcd  him.  And  lefus  fayd  vnto  him:Frend,  wher- 
forc  comeft  thou  ?  Iudas,bctraycft  thou  thefon  of  man  with  a 
ki{Tc?The  came  they  too  lefus,  &  layd  hads  vpon  him,&  tokc 
him.  And  they  that  were  about  him  feeing  what  was  toward, 
faid  vntoo  him:Sir,shal  we  ftrike  with  the  fword'Simon  Peter 
therforc  hauing  a  fword,drcw  it  and  frnote  the  feruant  of  the 
high  preeft,&  cut  off  his  right  care.  And  the  fcruats  name  was 
Malchus.  And  lefus  anfwering,  fayd :  Giue  me  leuc  thus  farrc 
foorth.  And  he  fayd  vntoo  PetenPut  vp  thy  fwoord  intoo  the 
fcaberd.For  al  that  take  the  fword  in  had,shall  perish  with  the 
fwoord.  Doft  thou  not  think  that  I  can  now  pray  too  my  fa- 
ther ,&  he  will  giue  mec  mo  than  tweluc  legios  of  angcls?ShaIl 
I  not  drinkc  of  the  cuppe,whichc  my  father  hathe  giuen  mee? 
How  thcaslul  thefenpturcs  be  fulfilled? for  fo  it  mutt  ncedes 
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come  too  pa(Te.  And  as  foone  as  he  had  touched  the  (cruaunts 
carejic  made  him  whole.  And  in  the  fame  houre  lefus  fayde 
vntoothem  that  were  come  too  takehym,  namely  too  the 
cheef  prccfts  and  the  officers  of  the  temple,  and  the  elders:  Yee 
come  out  vntoomee  with  fwordes  and  clubbes,asitwcrc  too 
take  lomc  thcefe.I  fate  dayly  among  you,teaching  in  the  tem- 
ple, and  ye  ftretched  out  no  hand  agaynft  mee.  But  thys  is 
your  very  hourc,and  the  power  of  darknefle,that  the  fenpturs 
may  bee  fulfilled.  And  all  this  was  doone  that  the  writings 
of  the  Prophetcs  might  bee  fulfilled .  Then  all  his  difciples 
forfakinghim,  fled.  And  a  ccrtaine  yong  manfolowcd  him 
being  naked,fauing  a  shcetecaft  about  him.and  the  yong  men 
caught  hold  of  hmi..But  he  lcauing  his  sheet  behind  him,  flcd 
away  naked  from  them. 

The  band  of  men  therefore,  and  the  petycaptainc,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Icwes  tookc  lefus ,  and  bound  him.and  led  him 
away  too  Annas  firft.  Annas  was  father  in  law  too  Cayphas, 
who  was  high  preeft  forthat  yeerc.  And  Cayphas  was  he  that 
gauc  the  counfell  too  the  lewes,  that  it  was  expedient  that 
one  man  shouldc  dwtfor  the  people.  And  they  ledde  him  too 
Cayphas  the  high  preeft,  where  all  the  high  Prccfts,  the  Scri- 
bes,and  the  elders  were  aflcmbled.  And  Simon  Peter  and  that 
other  difciplefolowcd  lefus  aloofe  vntoo  the  Bishops  palace. 
And  that  other  difciple  was  knowne  too  the  high  preeft,  and 
cntrcdwith  lefus  intoo  the  Bishops  palace.  But  Peter  ftoode 
without  at  the  gate.  That  other  difciple  therforc  whichc  was 
known  too  the  high  preeft,  went  out  &  fpakc  too  the  wench 
that  kept  the  doore,  and  "brought  in  Peter .  And  the  fcruants 
and  officers  ftoode  warming  themfelues  at  a  fyrc  of  coles  be- 
neath in  the  middes  of  the  halhfor  it  was  colde.  And  Peter  al- 
io was  ftanding  with  them,  and  warming  himfclfetoo  fee 
theende.  The  wench  thciforc  of  the  high  preeft,  which  was 
the  dorckcper,beholding  Peter  warming  himfelfe  by  the  fire 
looked  earncftly  vppon  him.and  faydc :  Thou  alfo  wart  wyth 
Iefus,for  thouartartalfooncof  this  mans  Difciples.  But  hec 
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vttcrlydcnyeditlxforctlKma!I,{aying:  Woman  I  am  not, 
1  know  him  not,  nor  I  wotc  not  what  thou  fayeft. 

Then  the  high  Prceft:  examined  Iefusof  his  difciplcs  and 
of  his  doctrine  Iefus  aunfwercd  him  :  I  haue  fpoken  openiy 
vntoo  the  world.  I  haue  alwayes  taught  in  the  Temple  and  in 
theSynagoge  whereas  all  the  lewes  reforte,and  in  fecrete  haue 
I  fpoke  nothing.  V  Vhy  ai  keft  thou  me?  Alke  them  that  herd 
me  what  1  haue  fpoken  too  them.  Eeholdethey  knowc  what 
I  haue  (ayde  vntoo  them.  When  he  had  fayde  thefc  woords, 
one  of  the  officers  Handing  by,  gaue  Icfusa  blowc,  faying : 
Anfwereft  thou  the  high  Prcerf  fo?  Iefus  anfwered :  If  1  haue 
fpoken  euill,beare  witneflfeof  thecuill,butif  Ihaue  fpoken 
well,  why  dooft  thou  fmyte  mce  ?  Annas  was  he  that  had  fent 
him  bound  to  Cayphas  thehye  preefl:. 

And  Simon  Peter  flood  warming  him  in  the  porche.And 
anon  after  his  firftdeniall,  as  he  went  out  intoo  the  porchc, 
the  Cocke  crew.  And  an  other  wench  c  fa  we  him,  and  began 
agcinc  t©o  fay  too  them  that  flood  by,  this  man  alfo  was  with 
Iefus  of  Nazareth,  and  herevpon  they  fayd  vntoo  him  :  Art 
not  thou  alfo  one  of  his  difciplcs  ?  and  another  fayd :  Thou 
alfo  art  one  of  them.  And  he  denyed  it  agcinc  with  an  othe, 
faying :  Man,  I  am  not,ncyther  doo  I  knowe  the  man.  And  a 
while  after,  about  the  fpace  almoft  of  an  houre,  a  ccrteyne  o- 
ther  man  auouched  with  them  that  ftood  by,  faying:  Verily 
thou  alfo  art  one  of  them.  For  thou  art  both  a  Galilean,  and 
thy  fpccchc  bewrayeth  thee.  One  of  the  high  Preofts  fcr- 
uaunts,(the  Kinfman  of  him  whofc  care  Peter  fmote  of)  fayd 
vntoo  him:  Did  not  I  fee  thee  in  the  gardein  with  him  ?Then 
began  he  too  curfe  and  forfweare,Iknowe  not  this  man  of 
whom  you  talke*  And  immediatly  as  he  was  yet  fpeaking5the 
Cocke  ere  we  ageine.  And  the  Lorde  turning  him  felfe  about 
looked  vpon  Peter.  And  Peter  rcmcmbrcd  the  woordes  of 
the  Lorde  lcfu$,whoo  had  fayd  vntoo  him,  before  the  Cocke 
crowc  twifc,thousha!t  deny  mee  thryce.And  he  went  out  of 
the  gate  and  wept  bitterly* 
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And  the  cheefc  prcefh  and  elders, and  the  whole  counfcll 
fought  falfe  witnelle  agcynft:  Iefus,  that  they  might  put  him 
too  deatb,and  they  coulde  not  bring  it  too  palTe,  no  not  when 
many  falfe  witnelTes  came  in,  for  their  allegations  were  not 
fufficient.  At  the  Jail:  there  came  two  falfe  witnelTes,  and  bare 
falfe  witneffe  agaynft  him,faying.  V  Ve  haue  heard  him  fay,  I 
can  and  will  deltroy  this  temple  of  God  that  is  made  with 
handes,and  in  three  dayes  will  builde  vp  another  made  with- 
out hands.  And  yet  were  not  their  witncfTes  fufficient  fo.  And 
the  cheef  preeft:  rifing  vp  in  the  middes,  examined  Iefus,  fay* 
ing:  Anfwercft:  thou  nothing?  Why  do  thefemcn  bearc  wit- 
neffe  ageinft:  thee?  But  Ie(us  hcldc  his  peace,  andanfwered 
nothing  at  all.  Ageine,  the  high  preeft  askodhimand  fayde. 
Art  thou  that  Chryft  the  fonne  of  the  bliffed  ?  I  adiurc  thee 
by  the  liuing  God,to  tell  vs  whither  thou  art  Chrift  the  fonne 
of  the  liuing  God  :  Iefus  faide  vnto  him :  Thou  had:  faide,  I 
am.  Neuerthclelle  I  fay  vntoo  you,  hereafter  yee  shall  fee  the 
fonne  of  man  fitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power.and  coming 
in  the  cloudes  of  the  ayre.Then  the  cheefc  preeft  rent  his  gar- 
ments,faying :  he  hath  blafphemed,what  neede  wee  witnelfes 
any  more  ?  Beholde  now,ycc  haue  herd  his  blafphemie ,  what 
thinke  you  by  it  ?  And  they  all  condemned  him,faying.  He  is 
woorthyof  death.  Then  the  men  that  helde  Iefus,  mocking 
him  did  fpit  in  his  face:and  buffeted  him  with  their  fiftcs.  And 
other  fomecoueringhis  face/fpccia!Iy  the  feruants)  clapped 
him  on  the  face  with  their  hands,faying :  Reed  vnto  vs  Chnfr, 
who  is  it  that  drake  thee.  And  many  other  things  fayde  they 
in  fcorne  ageinft  him. 

And  asfoone  as  morning  came,  all  the  high  Precfts  and 
Scribei,and  elders  of  the  people,and  the  whole  counfelaflem- 
bled,and  laid  their  heades  toogithcr  ageinft  Iefus,  that  ;hey 
inight  put  him  too  death.  And  they  led  him  intoo  the  con- 
£ftorie,faymg.  Art  thou  the  fame  Chryft?tell  vs.And  he  faide 
too  them :  If  1  shall  tell  you, yee  belceue  mec  not.  And  ageine, 
if  I  shall  askc  you  any  gueftion,  you  will  uot  anfwer  raee,nor 
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let  mcc  go.From  this  time  shall  the  fonnc  of  man  be  fitting  at 
tl>c  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.  And  they  all  fayde  vill  ck> 
hiai :  art  thou  then  the  fonnc  of  God?  who  fayde  :  you  fay  that 
1  am.  And  they  fayde :  why  feeke  w«  for  any  further  witncfTc  I 
For  wc  hauc  heard  it  of  his  owne  month.  And  the  whole  com- 
pany of  them  ryfing  vp,led  lefus  bound  from  Cavphas  intoo 
the  common  hall3and  deliuered  him  vntoo  Pontius  LMatethc 
Prefidcnt.  And  it  w;is  early  dayes. 

Then  Iudas  that  had  betrayed  him,  feeing  that  he  was  con- 
demned,repcnced  him,and  brought  backc  the  thirtiepeeces  06 
filuer  too  the  cheefe  Precfh  and  the  ciders,  faying :  I  haue  fin- 
ned in  betraying  the  giltlefle  blond.  And  theyanfwcrcd,whaC 
is  that  too  vs?  Looke  thou  too  that.  A  nd  carting  down  the  fii  - 
uer  peeccsin  the  Temple,  he  went  his  way  and  hung  him  fcfcc 
with  a  halter :  and  as  he  hung,hee  burft  a  fundcr  in  the  middes 
and  all  his  bowels  fell  out .  And  the  cheefe  of  the  Prccfts  ta- 
king vp  the  money , fayde :  it  is  not  lawful  too  put  them  intoo 
the  comon  Trcafure,bicaufe  it  is  the  price  of  bloud.  Wher- 
fore  taking  coun  fell  vpon  the  matter ,  they  bought  with  thefc 
pceces  of  filuer,  (whiche  were  the  rewardcof  miqui  tie)  a  pot- 
ters feeld  too  bury  ftraungers  in.  A  nd  it  was  knowen  too  all 
that  dwelt  in  Hierufalcm,in  fo  muche  as  that  feelde  was  called 
in  their  moothcr  tung  Akeldama,  that  is  too  fay,  the  feclde  of 
blouc!3euen  vntoo  this  day.Then  was  fulfilled  that  whiche  was 
fpoken  by  leremy  the  Prophcte,faying :  And  they  tookc  thir- 
tic  peeces  of  filuer,the  price  of  him  that  was  foldc,  whom  they 
bought  of  the  fonncs  of  Ifrael,  and  gaue  the  money  for  a  pot- 
ters feelde,  as  the  Lordc  hathe  appointed  mce.  How  bee  it  the 
Iewes  entred  not  intoo  thecommon  Hall.lcft  they  mighte bee 
dcfifccljbut  that  they  might  eat  the  Paffeoucr.  Pilate  therefore 
went  out  vntoo  thcm,and  fayd:  what  accufation  bringyoua- 
gcynft this  man  ?  They  anfwered  and  fayd  vntoo  him.  if  this 
nun  were  not  an  offender,  wee  would  not  haue  deliuered  h:m 
vntoo  thee  •  Then  fayde  Pilate  vntoo  them :  Take  him  j  ou 
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your  feiues^ncliudge him  according;  vntoo  your  owne  Lawe. 
I  hen  (ayde  the  lewes  vntoo  him :  It  is  not  lawfull  for  vs  too 
put  any  man  too  death  .  Too  the  intent  the  woorde  of  lefus 
might  bee  fulfilled ,  whiche  hee  had  fpoken ,  fignifying  what 
death  he  should  die. 

And  the  cheefe  Precftesand  elders  begannc  too  accufe  him 
greeuoufly,  and  too  lay  many  things  vntoo  his  charge,faying : 
V  Vce  haue  taken  this  man  peruei  ting  our  nation,and  forbid- 
ding too  pay  Tribute  vntoo  Csefar,  and  affirming  him  fclfc  to 
bee  an  anoynted  King-  Then  Pilate  went  ageine  mtoo  the  co- 
mon  Hall,and  calling  lefus  examined  him^aying :  Arte  thou 
that  King  of  the  lewes?  lefus  ftanding  before  him,  anfwered. 
Speakeft  thou  this  of  thy  felfc ,  or  haue  others  tolde  it  thee  of 
mec  ?  Pilate  anfwered  :  Am  I  a  lewe  ?  Thine  ownc  nation  and 
thy  cheefe  Preefts  haue  deliucred  thee  too  mce,what  haft  thou 
doone  ? 

lefus  anfwered .  My  kingdomc  is  not  of  this  workle  .  If 
my  kingdomc  were  of  this  worlde,  verely  my  feruants  wouldc 
fight  for  mee,that  I  should  not  bedehuered  too  the  lewes.  But 
now  is  not  my  kingdome  from  hence  Pilate  therforc  fayd  vn- 
too him.  Art  thou  then  a  King  ?  lefus  anfwered :  Thou  fayeft, 
I  am  a  King.Too  this  intent  was  I  borne,  and  for  this  purpofc 
came  I  intoo  the  worlde ,  that  I  may  beare  witnefte  vntoo  the 
trueth-  Pilate  favdc  vntoo  him  :  what  is  tructh  ?  And  when  he 
had  faydc  this,  he  came  foorth  ageine  too  the  Iev/es,and  favdc 
vntoo  them:  I  finde  nofaulte  at  all  in  this  man.  And  when 
the  cheefe  Precftesand  ciders  accufed  him,  heeaunfwered  no- 
thing. And  Pilate  examining  him  ageine  ,fayde  :  Anfwercft 
thou  no:hing?Beholde,  Howe  many  matters  they  lay  vntoo 
thy  charge,  heereft  thou  not  ?  And  he  anfwered  him  not  too 
anv woorde,  info  muchcas  the  Prefidente woondcred  verys 
fore .  But  they  became  more  fierce  agcinft  him,  faying :  Hee 
hathe  fbrrcd  the  people  ,  teaching  througheall  iewrie,  be- 
ginning at  Galilee  eucn  vntoo  this  place.  V  Vhen  Pilate  herdc 
peaking  of  Gahkc  ^  hee  denuunded  of  him  whither  hee  were 
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a  man  of  Galilee.  And  as  fooncasheknew  that  he  perteyneci 
too  Herods  iurifdiftion,he  fent  him  vntoo  Hcrode,who  alfo 
was  at  that  time  at  Hierufalem. 

When  Herodc  faw  Iefus,he  was  exceeding  glad:for  he  had 
bindefirousofalong  timetoofcehim,becaufehc  had  hard 
muchc  of  him,and  he  hoped  be  thuld  hauc  fenc  fomc  miracle 
wrought  by  him.  And  he  asked  him  many  quelhons.  But  he 
made  him  noneanfwerc.  Alfo  the  cheefe  Prcefts  and  Scribes 
flood  laying  fharply  to  his  charge.  And  Herode  with  his  men 
of  warre  defpifed  him.  And  when  he  had  mocked  him,he  put 
a  white  garment  vpon  him,  &  fent  him  back  again  to  Pilate. 
And  Pilate  &  Herod  were  made  frends  among  the  felues  the 
fame  day:  for  before  that  time  there  was  grudge  betwixt  the. 

Then  Pilate  calling  togithcrthecheefePreefbSc  the  Ma- 
giftrates  and  the  people,fayd  vntoo  them.Yee  haue  brought 
this  man  vnto  mee  as  a  peruerter  of  the  people,  and  bcholde 
in  examining  him  before  you,  I  find  no  fault  in  this  man  co- 
cerning  thofe  things  that  you  accufe  him  of,  no  nor  Herode. 
For  1  fent  you  ouer  too  him,and  behold  nothing  woorthy  of 
death  is  doonc  vnto  him.  I  wil  therfore  chaftife  him,  and  let 
him  go. 

Now  at  that  feaft  it  was  of  cuftome,that  the  prefidet  mult 
let  loofe  to  the  people,fome  one  pnfoner,whom  foeuer  they 
would  demaund.  Now  he  had  at  that  time  in  prifon  a  noto- 
rious fellowe,  namely  a  murtherer,  that  was  called  Barraba?, 
who  with  other  fellowes  of  his  faftion  ,  was  call:  into  prifon, 
for  confuting  murther  in  a  tumult  whiche  he  had  ray  fed  in  a 
certen  citie.  And  the  people  crying  out  with  one  voice  whol- 
lye  to«iither,bcgan  to  aske  importunately  that  he  fliould  doo 
as  heeTiad  alwayes  doone  vnto  them.  Therefore  as  they  were 
dufteredtogither,  Pylate  anfwered  vnto  them.  Yeehauea 
cuftome  that  I  fhouldlet  one  loofe  vnto  you  at  Eaftenthcrc- 
fore  whither  wil  you  that  I  let  go  vnto  you  Barrabas,or  Iefus 
that  kingof  the  Icwcs  whiche  is  called  Chrifte?  For  he  knewe 
that  the  chcefcPreefteshad  dcliuered  him  for  cnuie.  Now  as 
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he  was  fitting  in  the  place  of  iudgement,  his  wife  fent  vnto 
him,  faying :  Haue  thou  nothing  too  doo  with  that  rightu- 
ous  man, for  I  hauefuffcred  many  things  for  him  this  night 
in  my  fkep.But  the  cheefc  of  the  pretfts  &  the  elders  ftirred 
the  people,  pcrfuading  them  too  defiretoo  haue  Barrabas 
let  loofe  to  thcm,&  too  haue  lefus  put  too  death. The  pre- 
fidene  anfwering,fayd  vntoo  thcm:which  of  the  two  wil  yec 
that  I  let  loofe  vntoo  you?And  all  the  whole  multitude  cri- 
ed out  toogither,faying :  Away  with  this  man  and  let  loocc 
too  vs  Barrabas.  And  Pilate  fpakc  too  them  agein,and  being 
defirous  too  haue  let  go  lefus,  fa  yd  :  What  wil  veethen  that 
I  doo  vntoo  lefus  whome  you  call  King  of  thelewes?  And 
they  all  cryed  ageine:crucifie  him^crucifiehim.  The  fayd  he 
too  them  the  third  time.V  Vhat  euil  hath  he  doone?  1  findc 
no  fault  in  him  woorthy  death.  I  will  therefore  chafhfe  him 
and  let  him  go  But  they  cried  out  the  more,faying:Lct  him 
bee  crucified.  And  they  cryed  importunately  vpon  him,  re- 
quiting that  he  might  bee  crucified.  And  the  noyfe  of  them 
and  of  the  high  Preefts  preuayled. 

Then  Pilate  tookc  lefus  and  whipped  him.  And  the  pre- 
fidentes  men  of  warre  caryed  him  away  intoo  the  Palace, 
whiche  is  the  Counfel  houfe,  and  called  vntoo  him  all  their 
band,and  vnclothing  him,put  vpon  him  a  purple  garment: 
and  platting  a  crownc  of  thorne,  fet  it  vppon  his  head,  and 
gaue  him  a  reede  in  his  right  hande,and  bowing  their  knees 
before  him,  began  to  falute  him  in  mockage,faying :  Hayle 
king  of  the  Iewes.And  they  buffettcd  him.  And  when  they 
had  beefpitted  him,they  tooke  the  Reede  and  fmote  him  on 
the  head,and  kneeling  downc  woorshipped  him. 

Pilate  therforc  went  foorth  ageine,and  fayd  vntoo  them. 
Bcholdc  1  bring  him  out  vntoo  you,that  you  may  knowc  I 
findc  no  caufe  in  him.  lefus  therefore  went  foorth  wearing 
a  crowne  of  thorne  and  a  robe  of  purple.  And  Pylate  faydc 
too  the:Beholdc  the  man. When  the  high  preefts  and  offi- 
cers fa  w  hinijthcy  cried  ouc,faying:crucific  him,crucifie  him. 

Pilate 
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Pilate  fayd  vntoo  them  Takcyou  him,and  crucifi:  him.For 
I  finde  no  caufe  in  him.  T  he  lewes  anfwered  him :  we  hauc 
a  law,  and  according  too  our  la  we  he  ought  too  die,  bicaufe 
he  hath  made  himfcif  thefonnc  of  God.  When  Pilate  had 
heard  this  faying,be  was  more  afrayd.And  he  entred  againc 
intoo  die  common  Hall,and  fayd  vnto  Icfus.  From  whence 
art  thou  ?  But  Icfus  made  him  none  anfvverc.  Then  faydc 
Pilate  too  him :  fpeakeft  thou  not  too  mee  ?  Knovvert  thou 
not  that  I  hauc  power  to  crucifie  thee,  and  that  I  haue  pow- 
ertoo  let  thee  go.  Icfus  anfwered  :Thou  shouldft  not  hauc 
any  power  againft  mee,  vnlcfleit  were  giucn  thee  from  a- 
boue.  Therefore  he  that  dcliucred  mee  vntoo  thee  hath  the 
greater  finnc.From  that  time  foorth,fought  Pilate  to  acquit 
hira.But  the  Icwescryed  outlaying :  If  thou  quit  him, thou 
art  not  Cxfars  fi eend.For  v vhoo  fo  cuer  makcth  him  fdfc  a 
King,  is  ageinft  Carfar. 

V  Vhen  Pilate  herd  that  woord,hc  brought  Iefus  foorth 
and  fate  down  too  giue  iudgement  in  a  place  whiche  is  cal- 
led Ltthtftro tor, znd  in  Hebrew  g*bbata.  And  it  was  about 
the  fixt  hour  of  the  day  of  the  preparation  of  the  paffeouer 
And  he  fayd  to  the  Icwcs:Behold  your  king.  And  they  cried 
away  with  him,away  with  him,crucific  him.  Pilate  fayd  vn- 
too them.Shall  I  crucifie  your  King?  The  high  Precftesan- 
fwered,wc  hauc  no  King  but  Cxfar.  Then  Pilate  feeing  hec 
auaylcd  nothing,  but  that  the  noy fc  encreafed  more,wilImg 
too  (atiffie  the  people,  adiudged  him  too  bee  dealt  with  ac- 
cording too  their  demaundc.  And  taking  water  bee  washed 
his  hands  before  the  people,faying:l  am  giltleffc  of  the  blud 
of  this  righteous  perfon.Looke  you  too  it.  And  all  the  peo- 
ple anfwering,  fayd :  his  bloud  be  vppon  vs  and  vppon  our 
children.  . 

And  he  let  loofe  Bat rabas  vntoo  them,  whoo  for  mlur- 
rcftion  &  murder  had  bin  cart  in  prifon  according  to  their 
dcmaundcAnd  hauing  whipped  and  mocked  lefus,  he  deli- 

P.iiij.  uercd 
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uered  him  intoo  their  hands  too  be  crucified. 

The  fouldyers  taking  Iefus,put  of  hispurple  garment,and 
put  vpon  him  his  owne  garments  ,and  led  him  away  bearing 
his  o  wnc  croifc  to  be  crucified.  And  as  they  were  going  out, 
they  found  one  pasfing  by,  a  man  of  Cyrenejiiamed  Simon, 
coming  from  his  ground,  the  father  of  Rufus  &  Alexander. 
Him  they  layde  holde  vpon,  and  compelled  him  to  take  vp 
his  crofle.  And  they  layd  the  erode  vpon  him,that  hec  might 
carye  it  after  Iefus.  And  there  followed  him  a  greate  multi- 
tude of  people,and  women,that  wept  and  bewaylcd  him.  Ie- 
ius  turning  him  to  the  women,fayd  vnto  them.  Yee  daugh- 
ters of  Hierufalem,  weepc  not  for  mee,  but  wcepe  for  youre 
felucs,and  for  your  children.For  bchold,the  dayes  dial  come, 
in  which  they  fhall  fay:  bleffed  be  the  barreyn,and  the  wom- 
bes  that  haue  borne  no  children,and  the  brefts  that  haue  not 
giuen  fuck.Then  shal  they  begin  too  fay  too  the  mountayns 
tali  vpon  vs  :  and  to  the  hilles,  coucr  vs  .For  if  they  doo  thefe 
things  in  a  grcene  tree,  what  shall  beedoone  in  the  witheredj 
And  there  were  two  other  alfo  led  with  him,that  were  offen* 
dcrs,co  be  put  to  death. 

And  they  led  him  to  a  place  whiche  in  Hebrewe  is  called 
Golgatha,  whiche  is  by  interpretation  a  place  of  dead  mens 
fkullcs.  And  there  they  gaue  him  eyzle  or  rnirrhe  wine  mixt 
with  gall,too  drinke.  And  when  he  had  tafted  of  it  hec  would 
not  drinke. 

And  they  crucified  him  in  Golgatha, and  with  him  twoo 
theeucsrone  on  his  right  hand,and  another  on  his  left,and  Ie- 
fus in  the  midfh  And  the  fcripture  was  fulfilled  whiche  faith, 
and  he  was  acounted  among  the  wicked.  And  it  was  the  third 
houre  when  they  crucified  him.  And  Iefus  fayd  :  Father  for- 
gtue  them,for  they  knowe  not  what  they  doo. 

Moreouer,  Pylate  wratc  a  title  cotcyning  the  caufc  of  his 
death,  and  they  let  it  vpon  the  crofTe  ouer  the  head  of  Iefus  : 
the  wryting  was  this :  Iefus  of  Nazareth  kingc  of  the  Iewcs. 
This  title  did  many  of  the  lewes  rcad,bicaufc  the  place  where 
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Iefus  was  crucified  was  neere  vnto  the  Otic.  And  it  was  writ- 
ten in  Hebrue,Greek  and  Latin  letters.  Then  fayd  the  highe 
Prcefh  of  the  lewes  vnto  Pylatetwnte  not  king  of  the  Iewcs 
but  that  bee  fayde :  I  am  king  of  the  Iewcs.Pylate  anfwercd : 
That  whiche  1  haue  written,  I  haue  written. 

Then  when  the  fouldiers  had  crucified  Iefus,they  took  his 
garments,and  made  fourc  peeces,vnto  cuery  fouldier  a  pecc, 
and  his  cote  alfo.Buc  this  cote  of  his  was  without  fcam,  woue 
from  the  top  throughout.  Therefore  they  fayd  among  them 
felues :  Let  vs  not  cut  it,but  let  vs  cafl:  lots  for  it  whofe  it  shal 
be :  that  the  fcripture  might  bee  fulfilled  whiche  w  as  written 
by  the  Prophete,faying.  They  parted  my  rayincnte  among 
the,and  vpon  my  cote  did  they  cafl:  lots  And  they  fate  down 
and  watched  him  there .  And  the  fouldiers  verclye  did  thefc 
things,and  the  people  flood  looking  on. 

Alfo  neer  vntoo  the  Croffe  flood  the  mother  of  Iefus,and 
his  mothers  fifler,Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,&  Mary  Mag- 
dalenc.Therefore  when  Icfusfaw  hismother,and  the  difciple 
whom  he  loued  ftanding  by,  he  fayde  to  hismother.woman 
heholde  thy  fonne.  And  afterward  he  fayd  to  his  difciple,  be- 
hold e  thy  mother.  And  from  that  houre  the  difciplc  took  hit 
for  his  ownc. 

And  thofc  that  pafled  by,rayled  vpon  lum, wagging  their 
heades,and  faying:  VVo  bee  to'thee  that  deftroyefl  the  tcm- 
pie,  and  buyldeft:  it  vp  again  in  three  dayes.Saue  thy  felfe.  If 
thou  be  the  fonne  of  God  come  down  from  the  crotfe.  Like- 
wife  the  highe  Precftes  letting  among  them  fclucs  >  with  the 
Scribes  &  the  elders,and  the  people  faydrhe  hath  faued  others 
but  him  felfe  hee  cannot  faue.  If  this  be  Chnfle  King  of  1U 
raell,  the  beloued  of  God,  let  him  faue  him  felfe,  and  let  hirn 
come  downc  from  the  crofTe  out  of  hand  ,  that  wee  may  fee 
andbeleeuehim.Hectrufled  in  G  O  D,  let  him  deliuer  him 
now  if  he  wil  haue  him :  for  he  fayd  J  am  the  fonne  of  God. 
The  fame  thing  alfo  did  the  theeues  that  were  crucified  with 
him  caft  him  in  the  teeth  with,ray  ling  vpon  him.  The  Soul- 

P.v.  diers 
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diers  alfo coming  vn to  him, mocked  himrand  offering  him 
vincgcr,fayd  vntoo  fitm :  [F  thou  be  that  King  of  the  Icwe  s, 
fauethy  felf.  Andone  of  the  offederi  that  hung  by  him  rai  - 
led  vpon  him,faying.  Ifthou  bee  Chn!le,fau.  thy  feife  an  d 
vs.  The  other  aurrfwering^cbukcdhiinjaymg :  Dooft  n  ot 
thou  feare  God  neither,  feeing  that  the  a  art  condemned  as 
wel  as  wee  :  And  weefureiy  are  condemned  mftly,for  wee 
recciuc  according  too  our  deedes,  but  this  man  hathdoone 
none  euill.  And  he  fayd  too  Iefus.Lord  remember  me  when 
thou  comeft  intoo  thy  kingdoms.  And  lefus  fayd  to  hi  m  : 
Verely  1  fay  vntoo  thee,  this  day  (hale  thou  bee  with  mec  in 
Paradifc. 

From  the  fixth  hourc  there  fel  darkncfTe  vpon  the  whole 
eaithjVntoo  the  ninthchoure,and  the  Sunne  was  darkened. 
And  about  the  ninthc  houre  lefus  cryed  with  ak«ud  voyce, 
faying:  Eh3Eli>  Lamazjtbathant  which  if  a  man  interpret  it, 
is.  O  God  my  God  why  haft  thouforfaken  me?Some  of  the 
(landers  by  ,when  they  hard  him  fay  fo,fayd:Beholdchc  cal- 
lethforElias.And  lefus  knowing  that  as  the  all  things  were 
finifhed/oo  the  intent  the  fcripture  might  be  fulfiiied,faid, 
I  thirft.  There  was  fct  by  a  veflel  ful  of  vineger,  and  by  and 
by  one  of  them  runningtooit,tooka  fpundge,and  filling  it 
with  vineger  and  Hyfope.put  it  vpon  a  Reed,  and  put  it  to 
his  mouth  that  he  ihould  drinke,and  with  the  reft  fayd.  Let 
him  alone,let  vs  fee  if  Helias  wil  come  and  take  him  downe- 
Therefore  when  lefus  had  taken  the  vineger,he  fayd:it  is  fi- 
nifhed.  And  he  cryed  ageine  with  a  loude  voyce,faving:  Fa- 
ther,intoo  thy  handes  I  commit  my  fpiritc.  And  afToone  as 
he  had  fpoken  thefe  woords,hee  bowed  do  wne  his  head  and 
gaue  vp  the  ghofte. 

And  behold,  the  veile  of  the  Temple  rent  a  funder  in  the 
middesfrom  the  top  too  the  ground,  and  the  earth  shooke, 
and  the  ftones  claue  a  funder,&  thegraues  opened ,and  ma- 
ny bodies  of  the  Sainfts  that  had  flept  arofe,  and  going  out 
of  their  graues,after  hisrefurre&ion  came  into  the  holy  Ci- 
ne 
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tie,and  appcercd  vntoo  many. 

And  the  Capteine  that  flood  oucr  ageinfl:  him,  and  thofe 
that  were  with  him  watching  Iefus,fteing  that  lie  had  giucu 
vp  the  gholl  with  fuchc  a  cry,&  feeing  the  earthquake,  and 
the  things  that  had  bin  done/were  fore  afraid,  and  glonfyed 
God,fayin2;.  Ofatruthe  this  was  a  righteous  man  and  the 
fonnc  of  God.  And  all  the  company  of  the  that  were  come 
toogither  too  behold  thefe  things,  and  had  feene  what  hap- 
pencd,returned  knocking  them  felues  on  the  breftes. 

There  floode  all  his  acquaintance  a  farre  of  <5c  many  wo- 
men th.it  had  folowedhim  from  Galilee,  bcholJing  thefe 
things.  Among  whom  was  Mary  Magdalene,  &  Man  the 
moothcr  of  lames  the  lefic  and  of  lofes,and  Salome  the  mo- 
ther of  Zcbcdieslonres,whiche  women  had  folowed  him  al 
the  while  be  w^siii  Gahlec.and  had  minillrcd  vntou  him,& 
many  other  moe,  that  had  tome  vp  with  him  from  Galilee 
too  Hicrufalem. 

The  Iewes  therefore  bicaufe  it  was  the  preparation  of  the 
paflcouer,too  the  intent  the  bodies  should  not  rcmaine  vp* 
on  the  crofle  on  the  Saboth  day  (for  that  Saboth  was  a  hie 
day)  defired  Pilate  that  their  legges  might  bee  broken,  and 
they  taken  downe.The  Souldiers  therefore  came,and  brake 
the  legs  of  the  firft,  and  of  the  other  that  was  crucified  with 
him.But  when  they  came  to  Iefus,  &  faw  him  already  dead, 
they  brake  not  his  legs,  but  one  of  the  Souldiers  thruft  him 
intoo  the  fide  with  a  fpeare,  and  by  and  by  llfued  cut  bloud 
and  water.  And  he  that  faw  it  bare  witnefle  ofit,and  his  wit- 
netfe  is  true.  And  he  knoweth  that  he  fayth  tru:he,to  the  in- 
tent that  you  alfo  may  beleeue.For  thefe  things  were  doonc 
that  the  Scripture  might  bee  fulfilled,  yee  shall  not  breake  a 
bone  of  him.  And  ageineanothcr  Scripture  fayth:They  shal 
fee  him  whom  they  hauc  perced. 

After  this,  when  euening  came,  bicaufe  it  was  the  Eafter 
cuen  which  goeth  before  the  Saboth, there  came  one  Iofeph 
of  Arimattaea,  borne  in  Arimatharaa  Gttie  of  the  Iewes,

a  richeman,anda  Counfelloure,  andagood  and  iuftman, 
who  had  not  confcntcd  to  the  deuifc  and  deed  of  them.  For 
he  alfo  was  one  of  them  that  loked  for  the  kingdome  of  god. 
For  he  was  alfo  a  difciple  of  Iefus,  but  priuily  for  feare  ot  the 
lewes.He  taking  courage  to  him,went  in  vnto  Pylatc,and  be 
fought  him  that  ho  might  take  down  the  body  of  jelus.  And 
Pylate  wondered  that  hee  was  already  deade,  and  fending  for 
the  Captain,  enquired  of  him  whither  he  were  already  deade 
or  no.  And  when  he  knewe  the  matter  by  the  Centurion,hc 
gauc  the  body  of  Iefus  vnto  Iofeph,commaundingit  to  bee 
delmcred  vnto  him.  And  Iofeph  bought  a  sheetc.  Thyther 
came  alfo  Nichodemus  that  had  come  before  vntoo  Iefus  by 
night,  bringing  with  him  of  Myrrhcand  Aloes  mingled  to- 
either  about  an  hundred  pound  weight.So  they  took  downe 
the  bodyc  of  Iefus,and  lapped  it  in  a  cleane  shcete,and  wrap- 
ped him  in  linnen  with  fpices,  as  the  maner  of  the  lewes  is  to 
bury.  There  was  in  the  fame  place  where  hee  wascrucified,a 
gardine,and  in  thegardincanewc  Tumbcof  Iofephs,which 
he  had  hewen  out  of  a  fbne,  wherin  as  yet  had  neuer  ma  bin 
layd.Thercforc  bicaufe  it  was  the  Eafter  cuen  of  the  lcwes,Sc 
that  the  faboth  day  drew  nerc,they  laid  Iefus  in  itbicaufc  the 
tumb  was  nere  at  hand,  &  rolling  a  great  ftone  to  the  mouth 
of  the  graue,they  went  their  wayes*  And  there  were  prcfentc 
Mary  Magdalene,and  Mary  Iofes,fitting  againfl:  the  tumbe, 
and  other  women,which  aUo  were  come  with  Iefus  from  Ga  - 
lilee,beholding  where  and  how  his  body  wasbefiowed.  And 
when  they  came  home,  they  prepared  fpices  and  oyntments, 
mid  reftcd  the  Saboth  day  according  to  thecomaundement. 
But  the  next  day  that  foloweth  the  preparation  of  the  paile 
ouer,thc  high  Preefts  and  t'harifeys  came  togither  vnto  Py- 
late,faying :  Sir,  wee  remember  that  this  deccyuer  while  hec 
was  aliue,  fayd  :  After  three  dayes  1  will  ryfe  agayne  :There- 
forecommaund  the  Tumbe  to  begarded  vntil  the  third  day, 
leaftcperaduenture  his  Difciples  doe  come  and  ftealc  him  4- 
waye,andfay  vnto  the  people,  Hee  is  rifen  from  the  deade,

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andthclaftcrrourshaUbcwoorfcthan  the  firfb .  I'y'utc  fayde 
vntoo  them :  Ycc  haue  a  watchc,  go  and  make  it  as  furc  as  yce 
can.Then  they  went  their  wayes,and  garded  the  Tumbe,  Tea- 
ling  the  ftone,and  fetting  watchmen  about  it.too  keep  it.

The  Storie  of  the  TZesurreBion  of our 

Lordc  lefts  £hryft9co»jpsltd  by  laying  tooguhcr 
With  tbefourc  Eaancclifls. 

S  (bone  as  the  Sabboth  daye  was  parte ,  Mary 
Maudclin,  and  the  other  Mary,  whichc  is  cal- 
led Iacobic,  and  Salome,  and  Joanne,  and  the 
other  women  that  were  with  them, whichc 
came  with  Iefusout  of  Galilee,  broughte  and 
madcreadye  fweete  odours,  that  they  migbte 
come  and  anoynt  Iefus.  For  they  had  refted  the  Sabboth  dayc 
according  too  the  commaundement. 

A  t  eucntidc  of  the  Saboth  whichc  dawncth  toward  one  of 
the  Sabbothes,that  is  too  fay, very  early  in  the  morning  before 
the  breakc  of  the  day,  while  it  was  yet  darke,  thefirfte  dayc  of 
the  wcekc,they  wentefoorth  and  came  too  the  Turabc  by  the 
Sunne  rifing,brine;ing  with  them  the  odours  whiche  they  had 
prepared.  And  kcholdc  there  was  a  greatc  earthquake :  For 
an  Angell  of  the  Lordc  came  downe  from  Heaucn,and  com- 
mingtoo  the  Tumbe,  roiled  the  ftone  from  the  mouth  of 
it^nd  fattc  downe  vppon  it.  And  his  countenaunct  was  lykc 
lyghtemng^and  his  raymcntc  as  white  as  Snow e.  And  the  wat- 
chemen  for  fcarc  of lum  were  aftonnicd ,  and  became  as  deadc 
men. 

And  the  women  faydc  among  them  felucs :  V Vho  fhall 
rollc  vs  the  ftone  from  the  mouth  of  the  graue  ?  For  it  was  an 
exceeding  greate  one  And  when  they  had  looked  backe,they 
fawe  the  ftone  was  rolled  from  the  graue.  And  entring  intoo 
the  graue,thcy  founde  not  the  bodyc  of  the  Lordc  Iefus  Mary 
Magdalene  thcrfore  ran  too  cary  tidyngs  of  thefe  things  And 
it  came  too  pafle,  that  while  the  women  were  amazed  in  their 
minde  at  the  matter,  bycaufc  they  hadde  not  founde  the  body 
of  Iefus :  Beholdc,  two  men  flood  by  them  in  bright  raymcnt, 
and  when  the  women  were  afraydc,and  caft  down  their  coun» 

Qaiij  tcnancc 
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tenauncc  too  the  ground,they  fayde  vntoo  them  :VVhy  feck 
yee  the  lyumg  among  the  deadc  ?  Hee  is  not  heerc  :  but  is  ry 
fen.  Remember  what  he  told:  you  while  he  was  yet  in  Galiler, 
faying:  That  it  behoued  the  Sonne  of  man  too  bee  betrayed 
intoo  the  handes  of  iinners,and  too  bee  crucif)  ed,and  too  rife 
ageyne  the  thirds  day.  And  theyremembred  his  woordes,and 
departing  backe  from  the  Tumbe  ,they  afterwarde  reported 
all  chefc  things  too  the  elcuen,and  too  all  the  refb.  And  when 
they  tolde  thefe  things  too  the  Aportles,  their  woords  feemed 
too  them  too  bee  doting  fooles ,  and  they  belceued  them  not# 
V  Vhcn  Mary  Magdalen  ran  away  (as  it  is  fayde)  shec  came 
too  Simon  Peter,  and  too  that  other  Difciple  wl.om  iefus  lo- 
ued,and  faydc  vntoo  them :  They  hauc  taken  away  our  Lord 
outcf  his  graue  ,  and  w^eknowc  not  where  they  haue  befto- 
wed  him.  I-  etcr  therefore  rofe  vp,  and  that  other  Difciple,  and 
Went  too  the  graue.  And  they  ran  bothc  toogither,and  that  o- 
ther  Difciple  outran  Peter ,  and  came  firftc  too  the  graue,  and 
when  hee  had  bowed  him  felfc  downc,  hee  faw  the  hnnen  clo- 
thes lapped  vp,  yet  wentc  hee  not  in.  Then  came  Simon  Pe- 
ter following  him,  and  entredmtoo  the  graue,  and  fawcthc 
ly nnen  clothes  !ic ,  and  the  napkin  that  was  ab  jute  his  heade, 
not  lying  with  the  lynncn  clothes  ,  but  wrapped  toogither  in 
a  p'ace  by  it  felfe.  Then  wente  in  alio  that  other  Difciple  whi- 
che  came  firfte  too  the  Sepulchre  ,and  hee  fa  we  and  beleeued. 
For  as  yet  they  knewe  not  the  Scripture  that  hee  shoulderyfc 
agevne  from  thedeade.  The  Difciples  therefore  went  ageyne 
too  their  owne  home.  And  i'eter  maruayled  at  that  which  had 
happened, 

M  ry  ftoodc  without  the  Sepulchre  weeping .  Andasshce 
W*p%shee  b  »wed  hirfclfjintoo  the  Sepulchre,  and  fawetwoo 
An /riles  in  w:nre ,  fitting  the  one  at  the  hcade ,  and  the  other 
at  the  fecte,whcre  they  had  layde  the  body  of  Iefus.  A  nd  they 
fayde  vntoo  hir :  woman,whv  weepeft  thou?Shec  fayde  vntoo 
them  :  Forthev  hauctaken  awave  my  Lorde,  and  I  wottc  noC 
if  here  they  haue  laydc  him.  V  Vben  siiee  had  thw  layde,sluc 

turned 
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turned  hir  fclfe  backhand  fawc  Iefus  ffanding,  and  knew  not 
that  it  was  lelus.  Iefus  favde  vntoo  hir.V  Vomau  wliy  wetpclt 
thou?  whom  feekeft  thou?  She  fuppofing  he  had  bin  the  Gar- 
dener ,(aydc  vntoo  him :  Sir  if  thou  haue  tame  him  hence,  tel 
mcc  where  thou  hafclayed  him,thatlmayfethim.lefusfayde 
vntoo  hir :  Mary :  Shec'turned  hir  felfc  and  faydc  vntoo  him  : 
H*bl>om,  which  is  too  fay,  maiftcr.  Iefus  (ayd  vntoo  hintoiich 
mcc  not.for  I  am  not  yet  alcended  too  my  Father.  But  go  too 
my  brethren  ,and  fay  vnto  them :  1  afcend  too  my  Father  and 
your  Father,  too  my  GOD  and  your  God.  This  js  that  Mary 
Magdalene  out  of  whom  Iefus  had  caft  leauen  Deuils,  to  who 
when  hec  was  ryfen,hcc  shewed  him  felfe  firftyn  the  morning 
the  firft  day  of  the  weekc.  Shce  going  hir  way  ,tolde  the  Difci- 
plesthac  had  . bm  with  him  mourning  and  weeping  that  shec 
hadfecnethe  Lordc.and  that  he  had  fpoken  fuchc  things  vn- 
too hir.  And  when  they  heard  that  he  wasahuvs.Sc  was  leen  of 
hir.they  talccucd  it  not.  And  the  women  cntnng  into  the  Sc- 
pulcre,fawe  a  yong  man  at  their  right  handc  clothed  in  a  lon» 
white  garmcnt,and  they  were  afraydc.  For  it  was  an  Angel  of 
the  Lorde .  And  hec  faydc  vntoo  them :  Bee  not  afr.iyed,  for  I 
knowc  that  ycc  fecke  Iefus  chat  was  crucified :  hec  is  not  here; 
hec  is  rifen  as  hec  laid :  come  and  fee  the  place  where  the  Lord 
was  put,and  go  quickcly  and  tell  his  Difciples  that  hee  is  rifen 
from  death.  And  beholdc  hec  wil  go  before  you  intoo  Galilee, 
there  ycc  shall  fee  him.Loc  I  haue  toldc  you.And  they  depar- 
ting quicklvc  from  the  Tumbe  ,  wente  their  wayes  with  fcarc 
anf  sreat  ioy,and  ran  to  bring  his  Difciples  woord.  And  they 
trembled  and  were  amazed.and  toldc  no  body  anye  whit  of  it, 
for  they  were afraved.  And  as  they  wente  too  bearc  woordcot 
it  too  his  Difciples,  beholdc  Iefus  met  thcm,faying :  All  haile. 
And  they  came  and  hildc  him  bv  the  reetc  and  woorshipped 
him.  Then  faydc  Iefus  vntoo  thcm.bcc  not  afrayde.  Go  and 
tell  my  brcthrcn,that  they  go  intoo  Galilee,and  ther  t.iey  sn..il 
fee  mcc.  When  they  were  gone,bcholde,fome  of  the  keepers 
«amc  mtoothe  Que,  and  shewed  vntoo  the  highc  PrceiUsau 
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the  tilings  that  were  happened  .And  they  gathered  them  too- 
gither  with  the  Elders,and  tooke  counfel,  andgauc  large  mo- 
ney too  the  Souldyours,faymg:fay  yee  that  his  Difciples  cam« 
by  night,andfble  him  away  while  yee  flept.  And  if  this  come 
vntoo  the  Piclidents  eares,  wee  will  appeafehim  and  faueyou 
harmelcfTe.  And  they  tooke  the  money  and  didde  as  they  were 
taughte.  And  this  faying  is  noyfed  among  the  Iewes  vntoo 
this  day.

Nd  behold,  two  of  his  difciplcs  went  that  fame 
daye  too  a  tovvne  called  Ematul  vvhiche  was 
fro  Ierufalc,about.lx.  furlonges:and  they  talked 
togither  of  all  the  things  that  had  happened. 
And  it  chaunced  vvhyle  they  commoned  toge- 
ther and  realbned,  Iefus  himfelfe  drew  neere,  and  went  with 
them.But  their  eyes  were  holdc  that  they  shold  not  know  him. 
And  he  fayde  vnto  them  :vvhat  maner  of  communications  are 
thele  that  yee  haue  one  too  an  other  as  ye  walke  and  are  faddc? 
And  the  one  of  them  (whole  name  was  Cleophas)aunfvvcred 
and  fayde  vnt^ftiini :  art  thou  only  a  ftranger  in  Ierufalem,  and 
haft  not  knowne  the  things  which  haue  chanced  there  in  thele 
dayes.'he  layd  vnto  thcm:vvhat  things?And  they  (ayd  vnto  him 
of  Iclus  of  Nazareth,  whiche  was  a  Prophet,  mighty  in  deede 
and  word  before  God  and  all  the  people  :  and  how  the  high 
preefts  and  our  rulers  dcliuered  him  to  be  condened  to  death, 
and  haue  cruci{icd~him  .  But  wee  milled  that  it  had  bin  hec, 
vvhiche  should  haue  redemcd  lfrael.  And  as  touching  all  thefc 
things,too  day  is  euen  the  thirde  daye  that  they  were  doonc. 
Yea  and  certain  women  alfo  of  our  company  made  vs  aftonied, 

R.ij.  which 
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which  came  carely  vntoo  the  Sepulchre  and  founde  not  his 
bodye :  and  came  faying,that  they  had  fecne  a  vifion  of  Angels, 
which  fayd  that  he  was  aliue  .  And  ccrtaine  of  them  vvhiche 
were  with  vs.vvent  too  the  Sepulchre,and  found  it  euen  fo  as 
the  women  had  fayde,but  him  they  faw  not. And  he  fayde  vn- 
too them :  O  fooles  and  flow  of  hart  too  beleeue  all  that  the 
Prophettes  haue  fpoken.  Ought  not  Chryfte  too  haue  fuffred 
thefe  things,and  too  enter  intoo  his  glorie  ?  And  he  began  at 
Moyfes  and  all  the  Prophets,and  interpreted  vntoo  them  in  all 
Scriptures  which  were  written  of  him.And  they  drevve  nigh 
vntoo  the  towne,  vvhiche  they  y vent  vntoo.  And  he  made  as 
though  he  would  haue  gone  further.  And  they  conftrayned 
him,faying :  Abide  with  vs,  for  it  dravveth  towards  night,  and 
the  day  is  Farre  pafled :  And  he  went  in  to  tary  with  them.And 
it  came  to  paffe  as  he  fate  at  meate  with  them,he  tooke  bread 
and  blifled  it, and  brake,and  gaue  to  them.And  their  eyes  were 
opened,and  they  knew  him,and  he  vanished  out  of  their  fight. 
And  they  fayd  betweene  themlelues :  did  not  our  harts  burnc 
within  vs  while  he  talked  with  vs  by  the  vvay,and  opened  too 
vs  the  Scriptures  ?And  they  rofevp  the  famehoure  and  retur- 
ned too  Ierufalem.and  founde  the  eleuen  gathered  to  gether, 
and  them  that  were  with  them,faying :  the  Lorde  is  rifen  in 
deede,and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.And  they  told  what  things 
were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  they  knevve  him  in  breaking 
of  brcad:and  they  beleued  them  not.
